British Labor Party 
Reviewed to I. R. 
Club by Mr. Martin 

In a talk before the Interna¬ 
tional Relations. Club last Tuesday 
evening, Mr. John Martin reviewed 
the history of the British labor 
party. 

During the early years of the 
century he was an. advocate of 
the movement which has become 
the political party in power in 
England today. At this time 
thero was considerable agitation 
throughout Europe about Karl 
Marx, tho new socialism and com¬ 
munism. George Bernard Shaw 
and H. G. Wells were lecturing and 
writing on the theories being for¬ 
warded by their Fabian Society. 
In 1901 a Labor representative 
committee was formed in England 
to secure the United action of the 
many trade unions and the Inde¬ 
pendent Labor Party. Out of this 
grew the Labor Party, which in 
IDQR elected 50 of the scuta in the 
House of Com in on s, although prior 
to this only noblemen had held 
these positions. 

Conditions After the Avar favor¬ 
ed the rapid Increase of the Labor 
Party, In 1&22 they secured 142 
seats in the House of Commons, 
A mistake of Stanley Baldwin ar¬ 
rayed the Labor!tea and Liberals 
against bis Conservatives, and in 
1024 McDonald was invited to form 
a new’ cabinet, to last nine months 
before an interruption. 

As we enter the fourth decade of 
the party's history, it is again in 
power* its attention so taken up 
by foreign affairs that unemploy¬ 
ment and other domestic matters 
are let slide along as best they 
will, Mr. Martin pointed out how 
the "dole system" enables many 
families to live during a period of 
depression rather than seek the 
poor house* 

How long will It last? L'ntil 
Lloyd George sees a good oppro- 
tuii i ty to brea k it* probably 
through the many phases of the 
trouble with Soviet Russia.

At the annual meeting of the As¬ 
sociation of American Colleges, its 
president urged that the college 
should strive to develop leaders in 
peace as well as in war .and point¬ 
ed out to the training in sciences 
and in fields of economics ns tend¬ 
ing rather toward the latter. 

That efforts of every kind should 
be made in the direction of World 
Fence is a self-evident fact, hut 
the means to this end are not quite 
as apparent. Granted that the 
colleges should do all within their 
power to further such a movement, 
still there is it o reason to believe 
ibat education as it is today, doe* 
not accomplish this aim, A student 
of economy who learns that sev¬ 
enty-two cents out of every dollar 
paid in taxe« goes to maintain nr- 
mam-nt of one kind or another, or 
who learns of the enormoua poafll 
bilitles of applying science to in¬ 
dustries, will be the first to urge 
& lasting peace. Although the at¬ 
titude with which these courses 
are given is naturally of primary 
importance. It iss difficult to see 
how the colleges can add much to 
their present curricula even in the 
interest of peace. 

The starting point of every great 
reform is the discovery by the 
statesmen of the time that it Is an 
economic necessity. While the of¬ 
ficers of the Association were in 
Washington, they might well have 
used a portion of their time in vis¬ 
iting some ©f the men of this day 
who hold the affairs of the nation 
in their hands.—Harvard Crimson.
